center apparatus, and short message data received from the center apparatus are 
stored, and the controlling means refers to the individual storing region assigned to the 
center apparatus selected by the selecting means, and controls the communicating 
means based on the identification information and the communication protocol 
information that are stored" and "the controlling means interrupts the ongoing process,

and controls the communicating means so as to receive short message data, and the 
controlling means resumes the interrupted process when the short message data is 
completed to be received".
